Other Arms Opposing 
Special Air Promotion 


Disposition of the question of addi- 
tional appointments to West Point, 
scheduled for final vote in the House 
Military Affairs Committee next week, 
leaves the way open for early consid- 
eration of promotion legislation. De- 
spite the fact that there are other bills 
being pushed before the committee, the 
outlook appears to be brighter for fa- 
vorable action on the War Department 
promotion bill. 

One of the other bills before the com- 
mittee, that providing a separate list 
for Air Corps officers special provisions 
for their promotion and retirement, has 


been subject to considerable fire from 
other branches of the service. In the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of April 20 


was published a resolution adopted by 
the United States Infantry Association 
opposing special promotion privileges 
for the Air Corps. 

Similar action has been taken by the 
Cavalry Association, the Field Artillery 
Association, and the COoast Artillery 
Association. 

The resolution adopted by the United 
States Cavalry Association and sent to 
every member of the Military Affairs 
Committees of the Senate and House 
was as follows: 

“Whereas, in a public hearing of re- 
cent date in the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, 
legislation for Air Corps officers was 
proposed that would be unjust to offi- 
cers of other arms and services by vir- 
tue of the fact that such legislation 
would result in the following: 

“1. Permanent extra grades on the 
promotion list would be reserved for 
the Air Corps and no other arm. 

“2. All lieutenant colonels and 27 
majors would be at once promoted 
colonels. The new junior colonel would 
jump 798 officers of other arms and ser- 
vices on the promotion list. 

“3. 28 captains would be promoted 
to lieutenant colonels and 280 captains 
to majors. The junior major would 
jump 914 officers of other arms on the 
promotion list. 

“4. Officers would be passed over 
who are among the ablest in the Army 
and who have served their country in 
war and peace with great distinction. 
Officers so passed over will always be 
junior to those officers newly promoted. 

“Be It Resolved, therefore, by the 
Executive Council of the United States 
Cavalry Association that, believing in 
the justice which animates the Military 
Affairs Committees of the Congress and 
in their desire to enact legislation for 
the benefit of the Army as a whole and 
not in favor of a particular group, the 
Executive Council, in the interest of the 
members of the Cavalry Association, 
feels that it should present to the mem- 
bers of the respective Military Affairs 
Committees of the Congress, its views 
showing the injustice of the proposed 
legislation. 

“Be It Further Resolved by the Ex- 
ecutive Council that a copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to each member of the 
Military Affairs Committee of the Sen-

Navy Appropriations 

The Navy appropriation bill was re- 
ported to the Senate Thursday carrying 
full funds for next year’s ship building 
program and bolstered in other = defi- 
ciencies, 

Ax presented to the Senate by its ap- 
propriations committee, the bill pre 
vides $459,006,846 for the support of the 
naval establishment next year. This 
sum is $25,837,001 below the budget esti- 
mates but is $174,762,047 more than the 
current year’s appropriations. The 
Senate committee added but $1,801,585, 
but indirectly provided much needed 
additional funds. To allow funds for 
the laying down of the 24 ships in next 
building program early in the 
year instead of next winter, sug 
gested by the THlouse appropriations 
committee, $11,690,000 was made avail- 
able throngh reappropriation of unobli 
gated balances of other appropriations. 

Naval aviation, cut by the Tlouse, was 
also benefited by permitting an iInerease

aircraft. The House, deciding  arbi- 
trarily that the allowance of spare en 
vines and parts could be reduced from 
25 to 10 per cent. On protest of the 
Navy Department that this would be 
insufficient, the Senate committee in- 
creased the amount that can be obli- 


gated during the year for new altreraft 
from $5,000,000 to $8,180,000. The eom 
mittee also increased the appropriation 
for operation and maintenance of air

Seek Increase Enlisted Grades 
The War Department estimates for 


the funds it will need for the fiscal year 
1937 are being based on a substantially 


larger number higher ratings for the 
enlisted men. 
Work on the 1937 estimates is just 


getting under way and while it is not 
known definitely how many higher rat- 
tings will be sought from the Budget 
Bureau and Congress it is known that 
the Department is anxious that the per- 
centage now authorized for the strength 
of 118,750 shall be increased, which to- 
gether with the numerical increase to 
165,000 authorized for the next fiscal 
year will result in opening the way for 
advancement to a large number of en- 
listed men. 

In addition the War 
planning to incorporate in 
tive program for the next 
Congress a request for the enactment 
of a bill permitting the Secretary of 
War to determine the number of men 
required in the upper pay grades, thus 
permitting a long needed increase, This 
method, used in the Navy, permits a 
flexibility that is more than ever neces- 
sary with the progress being made in 
revising organizations. 

Another measure Oongress will be 
asked to enact next session will be that 
granting to enlisted specialists the full 
retirement privileges. As it is now 
there are not many retirements of spe- 
cialists, and the Army has tried to take 
care of these by promotion to 
grades for retirement. But this is con- 
sidered undesirable from many view- 
points and is often too uncertain for 
the morale of the men concerned.

Navy’s Line-Staff Plan 
Opposed by Witnesses 


Differences of opinion between the 
Line and Staff of the Navy over per- 
sonnel policies broke into the open this 
week during hearings on legislation in 
the naval appropriation bill restricting 
the training of Line officers for Staff 
duties. 

Sharply criticizing the new Navy De- 
partment policy drafted by the Roose- 
velt Reorganization Board of two years 
ago under which the Staff Oorps are to 
be reduced in size and Line officers will 
take over their duties, Rear Adm, Nor- 
man M. Smith, CEC, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, urged en- 
actment of legislation forcing abandon- 
ment of the plan. He stated that the 
uncertainty of the new policy was driv- 
ing the best officer material from the 
Staff Corps, and declared that it would 
result in injustice to Staff officers in 
that senior officers could be transferred 
from the Line who would rank Staff 
Officers of long experience. 

The testimony was given on the pro- 
vision inserted in the appropriation bill 
which would require that officers to be 
given postgraduate instruction for Staff 
Corps specialization be transferred to 
the Staff within two years of commis- 
sioning in the Navy. Taking the op- 
posite stand from Admiral Smith, Rear 
Adm, William D. Leahy, USN, Chief of 


the Bureau of Navigation, argued that 
the proposal would restrict the Navy 
Department “in the free selection of 


desirable officers for the Staff Corps” 
and that it involved a limitation on the 
administrative discretion of the Depart- 
ment which was very inadvisable. 

Admiral Leahy was supported by 
Capt. Henry DeF. Mel, SC, USN, Acting 
Paymaster General of the Navy, who 
advocated a trial for the new policy. 
Rear Adm. Emory L. Land, CC, USN, 
Chief Constructor of the Navy, speak- 
ing for the only other Staff Corps in- 
volved in the matter, declared that while 
he had advocated trying out the new 
plan, younger officers of the Construc- 
tion Corps were opposed to it. 

The Senate appropriations committee, 
after hearing both sides of the ques- 
tion, wrote a compromise provision into 
the bill. As reported to the Senate, the 
section in question provides: 

“Provided, That no part of this or any 
other appropriation contained in this Act 
shall be available for or on account of any 
incident to giving special educa 
or postgraduate instruction 
to officers with view to qualifying them or 
better qualifying them for the performance 
of duties required to be performed by or 
in pursuance of law by officers of the Supply 
Corps, Construction Corps, or Corps of Civil 
Engineers, except present students and ex-

This change of words alters the effect 
tremendously.

tives, thus giving preferential considera- 
tion to a few at the expense of many,

“Whereas, The Executive Council of 
the Coast Artillery Association believ- 
ing that a grave and serious injustice 
to all Coast Artillery officers would re- 
sult desires to enter a protest against 
the enactment of this legislation, and 

“Therefore, Be it resolved that the 
hxecutive Council of the Coast Artillery 
Association use all) proper means to 
bring the injustice of the proposed leg- 
islation and the greivous possibility con- 


fronting the officers of the Regular 
Army to the attention of the members 


of the Military Affairs Committee of the 
Congress ; and to urge that the members 
of the Association enter a protest 
against the enactment of the proposed 
law.

Urge Retirement Transportation 

Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Coleman, 
USA, Chief of Finance of the Army, ap 
peared before the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee holding hearings on the 
Naval appropriations bill this week, and 
usked that they amend the bill to per- 
mit the dependents of Army as well as 
hiaval personnel to weceive transporta- 
tion home on retirement. 

To settle the controversy between the 
Navy Department and the Comptroller 
General, the Tlouse inserted a provision 
xiving authority for the payment of 
such transportation to naval dependents. 
General Coleman argued that all of the 
six services under the Pay Act should 
be treated alike in the matter, but the 
Senate failed to act on his recommenda- 
tion.

Navy Plane Program Cut 


Funds carried in the pending naval 
appropriation bill, together with au- 


thority to make contract obligations, 
will not provide for 555 additional air- 
planes for the Navy next year, Rear 
Adm. Ernest J. King, USN, told the 
Senate Appropriations Committee’ this 
week, 


Due to a rearrangement of appropria- 
tions within the bill, the situation with 
regard to new aireraft has become in- 
volved in a “fiscal maze” Admiral King 
said, with the result that the House 
appropriations committee failed to sup- 
ply the required funds for new planes. 
While in its report the House commit- 
tee declared that 555 planes, the num- 
her specified in the Navy’s procurement 
program, would be purchased next year, 
Admiral King declared that 


funds in the | 





bill will permit the purchase of only | 
400. 

If the 95 planes short are not pro- 
vided for this year, the Chief of the 


Bureau of Aeronautics stated, ships will 
be placed in commission and there will 
be no planes available for them. The 
Senate committee, despite this plea, 
made no provision for the additional re- 
quired aircraft.

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Hail RCA Television Plans 

Announcement that the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America plans extensive develop- 
ment of the new art of television was 
hailed this week by ranking communica- 
tion officials of the Army and Navy, who 
forsee important military uses for it in 
the not too distant future. 

The picture was drawn of a GHQ 
planning room equipped with television 
screens upon which are continuously pro- 
jected the shifting scenes of battle at the 
front sent from aircraft hovering over 
the areas of conflict. In the opinion of 
officers of the Services, the equipping 
of aeroplanes with television transmit- 


ting sets is entirely practicable, and 
With the development of this new field, 


scout planes sending back to Headquar 
ters instant moving pictures of enemy 
troop movements, maneuvers, artillery 
placements, ete., is definitely to be ex- 
pected in a future war. 

Flagships of the future, also may have 
receiving apparatus installed in’ their 
plotting rooms, and the “Eyes of the 
Fleet” will be able to bring before the 
view of the Commander-in-Chief and his 
Staff the movements of the enemy's ves- 
sels, as they are made. Other military 
uses for this great new field of radio de- 
velopment are under study by the War 
and Navy Departments, it is hinted, but 
their nature is carefully kept secret. 

The decision of the Radio Corporation 
to devote $1,000,000 to the development 
of television was praised by Capt. S.C. 
looper, USN, Director of Naval Com 
munications. 

“It is a fine step,” Captain Hooper 
said, “and bound to result in not only 
obvious value to the public, but in de 
velopments which will become of value 
to the military services as well.” 

“Undoubtedly television is a coming 
thing” declared Lt. Col. Dawson Olm 
stead, SC, USA, Acting Chief Signal Of 
ficer of the Army, “It will be value to 
the Army when developed for use in the 
field. We already have facsimile trans 
mission and television is an accomplished 
fact in the laboratory, but it has not yet 
been developed to the point where it can 
be employed commercially or by the 
inilitary. The Signal Corps is very much 
interested to hear that television de 
velopment is to be actively prosecuted 
in this country, as rapid strides have al 
ready been made in England and in 
other countries.”

(Continued from Firat Page) 
two specialties would have to be trans- 
ferred to the Construction Corps and 
the Civil Engineer Corps before com- 
pletion of postgraduate work. It would 
have prevented senior Line officers from 
being transferred to the Staff Corps as 
is opposed, and would have done away 
with the “uncertainty” which the junior 
officers declare they face by continuing 
in the Line. This “uncertainty” is due 
to the fear that after having specialized 
they may not be selected for transfer 
to the Staff, and being rejected by the 
Staff, will fail of selection in the Line 
by having fallen behind their contem- 
nories who have devoted their sole ef- 
forts to perfecting themselves in Line 
duties. 

The Senate committee amendment will 
obviate the first objection. Line lieu- 
tenant commanders or lieutenants can- 
not be sent to engineering college and 
transferred to the Staff Corps to rank 
ahead of experienced constructors or 
engineers. It will not, however, satisfy 
ihe other Staff objection. In fact, it 
will limit only partially the new Navy 
policy, and is practically satisfactory 
to the Bureau of Navigation, 

It will be possible, under the amended 
provision, to assign ensigns to postgrad- 
uate instruction after a year or so at 
sea, as is contemplated under the Roose- 
velt Board plan, have them complete 
their training and then alternate in 
Line and Staff duties for some years 
before being permanently selected and 
transferred to a Staff Corps. 

Admiral Smith told the Senate com- 
mittee that already since the adoption 
of the Roosevelt Board report, putting 
the new policy into effect, the caliber of 
candidates for the Civil Engineer Corps 
had dropped. 

“Prior to the adoption of this report,” 
he said, “those applying for selection 
for service in the Civil Engineer Corps 
had a rating of excellent and there were 
plenty of applicants to choose from. 
Since the adoption of the new policy 
and information was circulated by letter 
through the Navy, we have had one 
selection of officers for transfers to post- 
graduate work, 

“Now, there were 5 officers to be se- 
lected and only 7 applications, and these 
came from 5 different classes. Hereto- 
fore selections were generally from one 
class, or two classes at most. 

“These recent applicants for  post- 
graduate work were of classes from 1929 
to 1983. Their class standings were the 
lowest we have ever had applications 
from.”

“I deduct,” Admiral Smith replied, 
“that the most worthwhile officers, even 
though their inclinations may be toward 
the civil engineering profession, will not 
apply for training in this work when 
they know that the policy is to keep | 
them in the line for years and not per- 
mit them to constantly improve them- 
selves in their preferred profession. 
Thus hazarding their future. 

“Now, if they fail of selection in the | 
Civil Engineer Corps they are- nervous 
about being selected for the line, because 
they are neither fish nor fowl. They 
have been trying to keep up their pro- 
ficiency in two branches of the service.” 

Admiral Smith stated that under the 
terms of the Navy personnel bill, now 
pending before the Senate, it will be 
possible for line officers up to and in- 
cluding the rank of lieutenant comman- 
der to transfer to the Staff. Staff offi- 
cers may suffer injustice under this pro- 
vision, he declared. 

“There are lieutenant commanders in 
the line today who graduated from the 
Naval Academy 21 years ago and are 
40 to 45 years old,” he said. “The en- 
actment of that personnel bill and the 
elimination of the restrictions in this 
appropriation bill will permit the trans- | 
fer of these officers to staff corps. They | 
are required to take 8 years specialty | 
course at Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. That will make them 438 to 48 | 
years old before they begin their prac- | 
tical training. 

“In making such’ transfers, they 
would retain their present rank and be 
eligible for promotion at the same time 
as if they had remained in the line. 
Moreover, they would become senior in | 
rank to more than 79 per cent of the 
officers serving in the Civil Engineer 
Corps.” 

Admiral Land, testifying in the mat- 
ter, told the committee that the Con- 
struction Corps can operate “reasonably 
satisfactorily and reasonably efficiently” | 
under the old system prior to the Roose- 
velt board, under the Roosevelt board 
plan, or under the House proposal. He 
said that while the older members of 
his corps thought that the Roosevelt 
bourd plan was proper and worth a 
trial, and that had been his personal 
view, he thought that the committee 
should know what the younger Construc- 
tion Corps officers’ views were. 

“There is a growing feeling among 
the younger staff officers,” the Chief 
Constructor said, “that the Roosevelt 
Reorganization Board report puts up an 
undue hazard on them, That is, to this 
effect: They ure line officers selected 
for postgraduate work, tentatively ear- 
marked for staff corps. They spend, 
for example, 3 years in a postgraduate 
school. Then they go to sea for 2 years. 
Then, they go on shore duty for a period 
of years, and then at the end of that 
time they are permanently selected. 

“Let us assume that Mr. X has taken 
postgraduate work, has taken the 2 
years’ sea duty, and taken certain part 
of the next 2 or 38 years on shore duty 
as is required. If he is selected by the 
staff corps, for which he is earmarked, 
all well and good. If not selected he 
still is a line officer. 

“They have a fear—whether justified 
or not, | cannot tell—they have a fear 
that the line will not want them.”

WE DO NOT BELIEVE THE HOUSE Military Committee will tolerate much 
longer the tactics of Congressman McSwain which are delaying action in the im- 
portant matter of promotion, Will all due regard to the power possessed by the 
chairman of the Committee, the fact should not be lost sight of that that power is 
dependent upon the will of the committee. Unquestionably the preponderant view 
of the majority of the committee is for reform in Army promotion. The expression 
of that view has been stifled by Mr. McSwain, and this in face of the passage of 
the Sheppard bill by the Senate and the urgent representations made by the War 
Department that the enactment of the measure would have an important influence 
in building morale and greater efficiency. Although Mr. McSwain gives lip service 
to the need of promotion reform, the fact is that every move he has made has 
militated against it. Sensational innuendos and charges were hurled for months 
against the Air Corps, for which there is at the most merely fractional basis. 
Attempts have been made to divide Regular Army sentiment on the kind of promo- 
tion reform to be made, and to array the appointees direct from civil life and 
the ranks against the graduates of West Point. The effect of these maneuvers has 
been to bring the Army closer together. Then came the publication of war plans 
testimony, the purpose of which was to create the impression that the General 
Staff was secretly preparing to make war on Canada—a ridiculous assumption. 
Necessarily, all these maneuvers have given comfort to pacifists. The function of 
the House Military Committee is to present to the House plans and policies to 
insure an efficient Army, and its failure to do so, to see that every proper means 
is provided to that end, constitutes a flagrant disregard of its duty under the 
Constitution. Discredited by the President, Mr. MceSwain's influence with the House 
and with thinking Americans has largely disappeared. The Committee should take 
matters into its own hands, carefully consider the promotion question and promptly 
report out a bill, preferably that passed by the Senate. Only by so doing will it 
regain the confidence of that great segment of the people who feel especially in 
these troublesome times, that the country must be provided with a Regular Estab- 
lishment fully able to discharge its mission in National Defense. 


REPRESENTATIVE PLUMLEY, OF VERMONT, an earnest and aggressive 
member of the House Military Committee, performed a service to his country and 
to Canada when he pointed out this week that the Dominion has as little reason 
to be alarmed over our proposal to establish an intermediate transcontinental base 
near Chicago as we to have the jitters over the existence of six Canadian air bases 
on the border. Canadian planes easily could bomb numerous American cities 
provided they willed to do so and were not intercepted. Within half an hour such 
planes could reach Buffalo, within three or four hours, New York, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, ete. Vancouver is only 25 miles from American soil with our navy yard at 
Bremerton and the great city of Seattle a few miles beyond. We have had an air 
station at Selfridge Field, Mich., for years, and Canada has given no thought to the 
possibility of its use against her; and the proposed intermediate base, as Mr. 
Plumley said, would be 250 miles from the Canadian Border and 475 miles from 
the nearest big city, Toronto. Thus, as the Vermont Congressman observed, the whole 
business is “much ado about nothing.” He further pointed out the accepted fact 
that “we would think Canada a poor neighbor unless she had national defense 
machinery, which could, in the event of difficulties with a common enemy, be used 
to our common advantage.” There is sense in this Plumley view and it will be recog- 
nized by all thinking people on both sides of the line. 


THE CONTINUED INTEREST OF THE United States in the Philippine 
Islands, even after their independence shall be an accomplished fact, is shown by 
Congressional enactment of a bill permitting the assignment of officers of the 
Army, the Navy and thy Marine Corps to advise the new government on all matters 
relating to National Defense. The men who will be charged with the establishment 
of the new State, realize that expert assistance must be obtained in order to create 
.the military and naval organizations which will be needed, both for the preserva- 
tion of domestic tranquillity as well as defense against a possible invader. For that 
reason, as soon as the independent government begins to function a formal reque t 
will be made of the President for the detail of American officers for service in 
the Islands, and under the act just passed Mr. Roosevelt will so order. What will 
become of the Philippine Scouts created by our Army will be later Cecided. That 
organization probably will be the basis of the Philippine Army. No one doubts the 
new government will embrace in its scheme of defense and policing these veterans 
who have so efficiently and gallantly performed the ofttimes dangerous missions 
entrusted to them, Rumors that some of the Scouts have adhered to the Sakdalista 
movement are repudiated by Washington officials who speak enthusiastically of their 
devotion and loyalty. To cope with unrest a loyal and efficient fighting force, both 
for land and sea service will be required; and to help in creating it will be the 
important duty which our officers will be called upon to render.

Allowances Fixed—In accordance with the provisions in the War Department 
Appropriations fixing rental and subsistence at the maximum provided in the pay 


act-of 1922, the War Department this week announced that AR 35-4420 will be 
reprinted with the allowance provision reading as follows “effective from and 
after July 1, 1935, the value of one subsistence allowance, as that term is used 


in Section 5 of the Pay Readjustment Act of June 10, 1922 (42 stat. 628), as 
amended, shall be and remain fixed at 60 cents per day; and the rate for one 
room for the purpose of computing the money allowance for rental of quarters 
authorized in section 6 of said Act shall be and remain fixed at $20 per month.” 

The expression “shall be and remain fixed at”, used in the new regulation, is 
comforting for it means there will be no more fluctuating allowances,—at least 
not until Congress decides to work on them again. 


New Adjutant General—The pending retirement of Maj. Gen. James F. McKinley, 
The Adjutant General of the Army, opens way for speculation as to his successor. 
Although no official announcement has been made it is understood that General 
McKinley will be retired to take the post of President of the National Bank of 
San Antonio, Tex. He will start on four months leave on June 1 at the termi- 
nation of which he will pass to the retired list. 

Among those mentioned as likely successors are Brig. Gen. Edgar T. Conley, 
now ussistant Adjutant General, Col. John B. Shuman, Col, Frank C. Burnett, and 
Gol, Paul T. Hayne. All of these have wide reputations throughout the service. 
Should General Conley be elevated to the chieftainship, then it is likely that one 
of the other three will win the brigadier generalship. 


Air Corps Flying Proficieney—Consideration is now being given by the Chief of the 
Air Corps and by the Commanding General of the GHQ Air Force to officers whom 
they will recommend to the Secretary of War for appointment to the two Flying 
Proficiency Boards he will appoint next month. These boards of three officers 
each, one for personnel of the GHQ Air Force and the other for other personnel, 
will classify officers of the Air Corps according to their ability as pilots, flying 
command duty, non-piloting duty in Air Corps and those not capable or qualified 
for duty with the Air Corps. 

This action is the result of the report of the Baker Board, Also us result of 
that board’s report the War Department is planning to submit to Congress at its 
next session a draft of a bill permitting the retirement at 24% per cent of their 
base pay per year of commissioned service up to 75 per cent of Air Corps officers 
found not capable or qualified for piloting or non-piloting duty with the Air Corps. 

Probably the fate of this proposed bill depends largely on whether or not any

The Army Register for 1935, now being distributed, contains my 
of interest to the service.

Strangely, in the pay tables at the end of the volume, in the table “Pay of 
officers in active service” the column giving the rental and subsistence allowance 
is labeled “fiscal year 1934’, although it would seem that the rates for the fiscal 
year 1935 would have been available.

Review Air Troops from the Air—Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Commanding Gener! 
of the Hawaiian Department, established what is believed to be a precedent jy 
the American Army when, from his command plane in the air, on April 2 
over the Island of Oahu, he reviewed his air force, the 18th Composite Wing 
Oflicers of the Air Corps have in the past reviewed their units in the air, bu 
General Drum is thought to be the first non-flying Department Commander ever 
to conduct such a ceremony. 

General Drum, accompanied by Col. Daniel Van Voorhis, Chief of Staff of th: 
Hawaiian Department, Lt. Col. James Ulie, Senior Aide to the Commanding 
General, and Col. Delos Emmons, Commanding the 18th Composite Wing, entered 
his command plane at John Rodgers Airport at 9:00 A. M. Maj. Phillips Melvill 
operations officer at Luke Field, piloted this plane and Capt. Courtland M. Brown 
Luke Field communications officer, was the co-pilot and radio operator. 

At 9:30, radio orders from the command plane, then over Honolulu, were trans 
mitted to the ISth Pursuit Group at Wheeler Field to take off, rendeyous over 
jarber’s Point, and proceed to the vicinity of Waikiki for the review. 

General Drum, in his command plane, reviewed some 75 planes, as_ the 
passed his plane, a little after 10:00 A. M., flying perfectly in close formation. 

Following the review, which was witnessed by several hundred civilians fron 
the general area of the far famed Waikiki Beach, the pursuit planes turned out 
of the formation, and escorted General Drum back to John Rodgers Airport. 





Post Graduate Courses for West Pointers—-A suggestion by Representative Plume 


of Vermont, to increase the details of West Point graduates to post-graduate 
institutions, particularly for courses in law and in business administration, is 


understood to meet with favor at the War Department. Efforts will be made to 
provide for this in the next annual budget. 

There was recently discussion of the matter at a hearing before a sub-cot 
mittee on Military Affairs, where Maj. Gen. William I). Connor, Superintendent 
at West Point, described the object of the course was to train future members 
of the General Staff and to make competent army officers qualified to eventualls 
become Brigadier and Major Generals and the like, not to train lawyers 
doctors. In this connection Representative Plumley, who is a member of the Boar! 
of Visitors at West Point observed that in his opinion there should be a mith 
on the faculty there holding a degree of Master of Business from the Harvard 
or Wharton School of Business. He also said: 

“Inasmuch, General, as you have stated that you do not attempt to have 
lawyers or business men at the Point, do you not think it would be very mud 
to the advantage of the future Major Generals of the Army, in the Quartermaster 
General’s and Judge Advocate General’s Departments, if a very much larser 
number of graduates of West Point were detailed to post-graduate institution! 
such as I have suggested and others, to round out their training?” With ths 
observation the General was in substantial agreement, and suggested, off the rf 
ord, that lack of funds had heretofore limited the number of West Pointers detaile! 
as suggested,

OBITUARIES 


The Quartermaster Corps has _ sus- 
tained a great loss by the untimely death 
of Lt. Col. Ezra Davis on April 29. He 
was born at Haleys Mill, Kentucky, 
August 15, 1881, and entered the service 
as a private, Company M, 3ist U. S. 
Volunteer Infantry, on August 8, 1899, 
serving as private and corporal with the 
regiment in the Philippine Islands un- 
til June 13, 1901. He served as private, 
sergeant, quartermaster sergeant and Ist 
sergeant, 107th Company, Coast Artillery 
Corps, and as post quartermaster ser- 
geant, post non-commissioned staff, and 
as quartermaster sergeant, senior grade, 
Quartermaster Corps, from September 
12, 1901, to April 19, 1917. He was ap- 
pointed Captain, Quartermaster Section, 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, June 6, 1916, 
and placed on active duty in The Quar- 
termaster General’s Office on April 20, 
1917, He was promoted to Major, Quar- 
termaster Section, Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, on July 5, 1917, and to the rank 
of Lieutenant Colonel, National Army, 
on May 25, 1918, serving as such until 
August 29, 1920. He was reappointed 
Major, Quartermaster Corps, U. 8S. Army, 
August 28, 1920, and was discharged 
on September 18, 1920, for the purpose of 
accepting a commission in the Regular 
Army. Colonel Davis was appointed Cap- 
tain, Quartermaster Corps, Regular 
Army, as of July 1, 1920, and promoted 
to Major on April 1, 1933. He was pro- 
moted to Lieutenant Colonel under the 
provisions of the Act of June 21, 1931, as 
of April 29, 1935, the date of his death. 

Colonel Davis enjoyed a very notable 
career in the Army. After serving in the 


master Corps. The General Administra- 
tive School at Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, was organized on July 1, 1916, un- 
der his supervision and he served as its 
director until April 19, 1917. 

Having an exceptional knowledge of 
all Quartermaster Corps functions, Col- 
onel Davis was a frequent writer on 
these subjects. He was the author of 
the Handbook for Quartermasters, 1930, 
and one of the authors of the Manual 
for the Quartermaster Corps, U. 8. 
Army, 1916. He was also the author of 


the Quartermaster Corps Regulations 
Governing the Industrial Activities at 


Motor Repair Shops, and the Quarter- 
master Regulations Governing the Indus- 
trial Activities at Manufacturing Plants 
of the Quartermaster Corps. Upon com- 
pletion of the Handbook for Quartermas- 
ters on September 23, 1930, The Quar- 
termaster General in a letter to Colonel 
Davis stated: 

“The greatest satisfaction that can come 
to anyone is the knowledge of something 
well done, and such must be your feeling 
with reference to the completion of the Hand 
book for Quartermasters, the compilation 
of which you have just completed after 
slightly more than a year's labor. Now 
that the book is in the course of distri 
bution to the service, I desire to express 
to you my appreciation of the excellency 
of the book itself and my thanks for the 
painstaking, thorough and efficient way you 
have performed your task. You have ae 
complished something by your work which 
not only reflects great credit upon you as 
an officer, but you have made available ma 
terial that will be of Inestimable value in 
its effect upon the efficiency of the Quarter 
master Corps and the Army as a whole.” 

The Quartermaster Corps has lost a 
most valuable officer and a true friend. 
The public loses a true and faithful ser- 
vant. 

Interment was at Arlington on May 1, 
1935. 

Colonel Davis is survived by his 
widow Mrs. Julia Davis and one daugh- 
ter Mrs. James White of Yeadon, Penna.

Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended May 1, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,468. 
000,000, a decrease of $9,000,000 com. 
pared with the preceding week and of 
$22,000,000 compared with the corre. 
sponding week in 10934. 

On May 1, total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,463,000,000, an increase 
of $11,000,000 for the week.

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West Point Increase 


The bill to authorize an additional 
adet appointment at West Point for 
ach Senator and Representative was 
psidered, without final vote, Wednes- 
yy and Thursday by the House Mili- 
gry Affairs Committee, It has passed 
ie Senate and been recommended for 
ypsideration by House Military Sub- 
omumittee No. 1, Representative May, of 
gentucky, acting chairman. As reported 
yy this Subcommittee it carried but one 
yendment—provision for appointment 
ga cadet from the Isthmus of Panama. 
The meeting of the full committee was 
ip executive session and at its close 
(firman McSwain announced that 
epsideration of the bill probably would 
wt be resumed till Tuesday. Lines have 
yen drawn rather tightly among Repre- 
ygtatives, particularly in the Military 
jfairs Committee, over this bill. The 
jl was proposed by the War Depart- 
pent, indorsed by the President and 
yssed by the Senate. Chief opposition 
s coming from Chairman McSwain, 
yhoo desires to restrict the appointment 
of West Point: graduates and make more 
ypointments from civil life. 

Opinion in the House Committee 
wms to be that the bill will prevail by 
atwo to one majority and be favorably 
nported to the House.

Air Bases on Border 

In the Congressional Record of May 
9, Senator Capper inserted various edi- 
torials showing the public reaction to 
the “air fortification of the Canadian 
Border.” The Kansas Senator blamed 
the Army instead of Representative Me- 
Swain, who was responsible for the pub- 
lication of the secret comments of the 
officers who testified before the House 
Military Committee. Mr. Capper said: 

“Mr. president, the entire Nation was 
shocked and, to put it bluntly, indignant 
and disgusted, when it was divulged a 
short time ago that Army officers had 
planned ‘camouflaged air bases’ along 
the Canadian border. These were to be 
camouflaged so as not to alarm the peo- 
ple of Canada. 

“It has been our proud boast for years 
that we have thousands of miles of bor- 
der to the north on which it was not 
necessary to have forces and fortifica- 
tions. Two great nations in this New 
World have lived together in peace for 
more than a century. Vreparedness for 
war between these two nations was not 
necessary. 

“In fact, preparedness against Canada, 
or preparedness by Canada against the 
United States. would have been regarded 
as a species of jingoistic insanity. 
Frankly, the people of this continent 
did not even suspect that our own Army 
officers were guilty of that species of 
insanity. 
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“Then we learn that our Army heag. 
quarters has be n plotting to get around 
the treaty of 1818 with Canada, ang 
making plains that could not result in 
anythin: else but the displeasure of q 
peacefal neighbor. Is it any wonder that 
nations engage in foolish and wicked 
wars?
